600 Ton-Litters 
Pigs In 25 States 


W ashington (AP)—Nearly 600 ton- 
litters were produced during 1929 in 
25 states extending from M assachu­ 
setts to W ashington and from M in­ 
nesota to Texas. 
The term “ton-litter" is used to 
designate a litter of pigs having a 
combined weight of 2,000 pounds or 
more a t the age of six months. 
Ohio was first with 98 ton-litters,

created a higher rate than 1927 due 
to the decrease in births. 
There was a decrease of 11,000

Pennsylvania could have registered 
with pride an infant death rate? of 
63 per 1.000 live births. 
Health Progress 
The progress made in the last 
twenty years in public health is 
credited by the bureau for the de­ 
crease in the infant m ortality rate 
Pre-natal 
care, Strict 
regulations 
governing milk and water supplies 
and greater attention to child wel­ 
fare generally as a health problem 
are responsible for this decrease, 
the bureau reported. 
The greatest reductions in infant 
deaths have been in the preveniable 
diseases, 
particularly 
diphtheria, 
measles, scarlet fever and whoop­ 
ing cough' 
The infant m ortality rate, which 
j is based on deaths of children un­ 
der one year of age, does not re­ 
veal, the bureau slated, th a t 56 per 
cent of the infant deaths in 1927 
were at an age of less than one 
m onth and 23 per cent at an age
